Season August 1 through October 31, 2015 and only on days and at times opened under tribal 

rules. 

Area SMCRA 1E1.  Area defined in tribal/state MOUs/MOAs.   

Gear: Hook and line and/or platform gear identified in tribal rules.  

Allowable 

Sales:  

Salmon, steelhead, shad, yellow perch, bass, walleye, catfish and carp may be sold or 

retained for subsistence.  Legal fish landed during the open periods are may be sold 

after the period concludes.  Sturgeon may not be retained in fisheries downstream of 

Bonneville Dam in this area.  The sale of fish is not authorized on Army Corps of 

Engineers property downstream of Bonneville Dam.  Fish must be transported 

elsewhere for sale. 

Additional: 24-hour quick reporting required for Washington buyers, pursuant to WAC 220-69-

240 except that landings must be reported within 24-hours of completing the fish 

ticket.

Submission of a Quick Report is not complete until the report arrives at the designated department 

location.
